1 . DEPARTMENT HAS SENT LETTER TO FCC CHAIRMAN FERRIS 
SUMMARIZING RECURRENT THEMES OF EUROPEAN COUNTRIES' REPRE- 
SENTATIONS ON TAT-7 REFTEL, CITING THOSE INDIVIDUAL 
COUNTRIES' SPECIFIC POINTS WHICH WERE DEEMED IMPORTANT, AND 
NOTING THAT REPRESENTATIONS WERE MADE THROUGH FOREIGN 
MINISTRIES TO THE DEPARTMENT IN WASHINGTON AND EMBASSIES 
ABROAD AS A FOREIGN POLICY MATTER, NOT SOLELY THROUGH PTT'S 
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WHICH HAVE NARROWER TECHNICAL INTERESTS NOT NECESSARILY 
THE CONCERN OR SHARED BY FOREIGN MINISTRIES. OUR LETTER 
EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THE COMMISSION RESPOND POSITIVELY 
TO THE EUROPEAN INTEREST IN CONSULATIONS BETWEEN U.S.

FOR SUBMISSION OF COMMENTS ENDED LAST WEEK. COMMISSION
